court, died at the Methodist hospi- . 
tal here Monday .night after an ill- 
ness of about two months. 


He entered the hospital about six 
• 


weeks ago. 
His condition at that . 


time was alarming, but he rapidly 
gained strength and it was believed- 
that he would recover. 


Justice Marshall was on the^Su- 


preme court bench from 189o to- 
1918, 
his written opinions bulking 


larger than those of any state su- 
preme court justice before or since. 
He wrote the opinion in the -Ekern- 
McGovem case of. 1913, one of the 
most widely quoted Wisconsin de- 
cisions ever rendered, in which Gov. 
F. E. McGovern's attempt to oust 
Herman L. Ekern, then state insur- 
ance commissioner, was thwarted 
in the Supreme court. 


Born in Nashua, N. H., on Dec. 


27, 1S47, of ancestors .that came to. 
the New 
England territory from 


England in ]635, Justice Marshall 
came to Wisconsin in 1854 with hisi 
parents," who settled 
at 
Dekon, 


"Sauk county. 
There Mr. Marshall 


remained until 1871, gaining his' 
education in Delton, Earaboo and at 
Lawrence college, Appleton, and be- 
ginning the study of law in 1864, 
when he was 17 years old. He was 
admitted to the bar when he was 
24 
years , old 
and 
immediately 


started 
practicing, at 
Chippewa 


Falls, his home for 'many years. 


He -was appointed county judge 


at that place in 1876, serving- sis 
years. From 1884 to 1886 he served-'-. 
as a member of the board of re- • 
gents for the University of Wis- /• 
consin. He became circuit judge .of - 
the Chippewa Falls circuit in 188S. - 
and was twice re-elected. 


In 1895 he was appointed to the 


Wisconsin Supreme court • by Gov. 
Upham, taking the seat • left 
va- 


cant by the death of Justice Harlow 
S. Orton. He was thereafter three 
times elected to that position, serv- 
ing until 1918, when Justice Walter 
C. 0"wen, 
now serving, 
succeeded 


him aS a result of his victory in tho.- 
1917 election. 


Since his retirement 
from the ; 


bench Justice Marshall had given ' 
his time to extensive business inter- ; 
ests in northern Wisconsin and izirj 
some southern states. He had beeny 
working on an autobiography, one^ 
volume of -which had been finished; 
and printed and the second volunjet 
not to have been for public sale., 
Justice Marshall intending to have-i 
only 500 copies struck off for his-j 
intimate friends. 


Justice Marshall 
was 
a recpg-i 


nized authority on the lumbering^ 
industry in 'Wisconsin. He was to 
have written a series of articles on 
that industry and another on the, 
Supreme court history of Wiscon- -. . 
sin in the near future. 


His distinguished judicial service-! 


was recognized by Lawrence col-- 
lege, which, conferred upon him the-. 
honorary degree of doctor of la"ws, . 
in 1904, and by the University of • 
Wisconsin, 
which 
conferred 
the 


sa^ne degree in 1905. 


Justice Marshall had made his 


home in Madison since his appoint- 
ment to the Supreme conrt in 1895. , 
He is survived by Mrs. Marshall. 


Funeral services will be held in

SN'T IT TDIE for the people of Wis- 
consin to get behind the smoke-screen 


set up by politicians and demagogues on 
the questfbn of high taxes and to fix tho 
responsibility where the blame properly 
belongs ? 


There is no question that causes more 


confusion in the minds of the people than 
the question of taxation.

Of this amount, $37.0!) was for the cost 
of city government; ?G,52 for the cost 
of county government; and $3.66 for the 
cost of state government. 
In other 


v/ords, out of every dollar paid in taxes 
by the Madison tax-payers for the year 
1920. over SO cents went for the cost- of 
city government and the balance for 
state and county government. 


If, therefore, the bulk of the taxes are 


represented by the cost of local govern- 
ment, how can men elected to state offices 
and to the state legislature reduce 
charges over which they have no con- 
trol ? The question of taxes for the city 
of Madison is determined, to the extent 
of at least 75%, at the Madison city hall. 
Every commission at the c?.pitol and 
nearly every phase of state activity could 
be wiped ont and the difference in the 
average tax receipt would be hardly no- 
ticable,

, Are our mayors and our common coun- 
cils and our school boards, then, altogeth- 
er responsible for high taxes? No; they 
too are largely helpless. 


Where government has been efficiently 


maintained, the local governing authori- 
ties have been compelled to increase the 
amounts raised for taxation through the 
iiK-reased prices of the last ten years. It 
costs more to -build school buildings than 
jt did ten years ago. School teachers
